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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The inclusion in claim 12 of "between a first edge and a second edge" (line 8) is a new issue not found in 
claim 18 and applicant has not stated why this has been inserted into claim 12. By its inclusion it evidently changes the scope from 
claim 18 and it is not clear if applicant is attempting to inferential^ claim a slot because applicant's specification on page 7, second 
paragraph uses such language to describe a slot Claim 18 recites a generic aperture and the shifting to language in claim 12 which 
define a slot is important in determining claim construction and thus constitutes a new issue.
